(UH ) - U.S. artillery uear 
the Soutti Vietnamese border pounded 
targets in Camluidia in the first three 
days following tlie withdrawal 
of all 
American forces from tlie neighboring 
country, m ilitary sources said tonight. 
It was continuing toniglit. 
The disclosure followed an announct> 
ment that 4G Vietnamese civilians were 
killed when their boat struck a Commu­ 
nist mine in a river near the D em illtari» 
ed Zone in the 
worst such incident of 
the war. d terrorist attackinthe Mekong 
Delta killed another five civilians. 
Military sources said the artillery 
fire, which has been hitting “ specific 
targets” 5 to 10 m iles inside Cambodia 


would continue as part of the American 
policy of interdicting Communist supply 
and communications lines 
across the 
border. 
The sources said the artillery fire 
from U.S. 105mm, 
155mm 
and eight 
inch guns had been directed against spe­ 
cific 
targets and would not be used as 
harassm ent shelling as it is in som e 
parts of South Vietnam.

earlier that American air 
strik es against supply and communica­ 
tions arteries would continue after Uie 
American troop witlidrawal, which was 
com pleted last Tuesday.

Senate Democratic leader George Mos- 
cone said he is prepared to wait indefi­ 
nitely for Reagan to agree to the swap. 
“ If it takes months. I’m ready to do 
it,” the San Francisco lawmaker told 
newsmen 
Thursday night after the Sen­ 
ate refused to approve the spending расkp 
age on the second attempt “ I have to be- 
lieve w e’ll stand fast.” 


but 
Republicans scheduled a recon­ 
sideration vote on the defeated bill for 
today. Sen. 
Fred Marler, R-Redding, 
the floor manager for it, said he was 
“ optim istic” of gaining final passage. 
The Senate, on a 25-13 vote, rejected 
the expenditure program five hours after 
the Assem bly approved it on a 62-15 
vote. It takes 27 votes to pass a budget 
in the upj)er house. 


GOP 
leaders considered sending an 
ambulance for tedridden Sen. Richard J. 
Dolwig of Atherton, but decided against 
the play. They thought it might encourage 
a Democrat to switch his vote. 
A com prom ise 
version of the budget 
written by a second conference com m it­ 
tee proposed $102 m illion more for 
schools and certain guarantees in state 
financing that Dem ocrats also demand­ 
ed. 


Sjiecifically, the com prom ise 
says 
the state w ill pick up additional wel- 
far*- co sts to counties caused by increatr 
ed 
caseload s. It also provides that any 
money vetoed out of the budget by the 
governor would revert to the state school 
fund. 
But Moscone noted the language does 
not force the administration to sijcnd 
the money. He said that could take anotle 
er approprijtion bill unless such a man­ 
date IS written into th^ budget.

Brush fire burns 
in Mission Hills 


A brush fire which started at approx­ 
imately 10 a.m . this morning was burning 
seem ingly out of control in M ission H ills 
on a ridge liehind 
C alle Nueva Ave. 
County fire units were stationed on the 
ridge in order to protect hom es. Home­ 
owners were hosing down their roofs al­ 
though the fire appeared to be heading 
in an easterly, southerly direction away 
from the hom es. 
Some w itn esses 
stated that the fire 
apparently started with youths playing 
with a fire or sm oke bomb in the w o (^ d 
area. 


Six county fire units from Vanderù 
berg Village and Buelltori 
w ere on the 
line 
behind the homes fronting on C alle 
Nueve. F ire officials had alerted the City 
of Lompoc F ire Defiartment and otlier 
more distant county fire stations. 
The fire apparently erupted along a 
ridge that runs east and w est behind 
the hom es on Calle Nueve. W itnesses 
told Record reporter that W esterly winds 
were blowing the fire in an easterly direc­ 
tion. F ire officials said there was no 
danger to the homes as long as the wind 
remained the sam e. 
O fficials Said Uie flam es would pro­ 
bably top the I idge anu continue in a soutl> 
erly direction into an uninhabited area. 
The only facility im mediately in danger 
was a water tower that stands on the 
top of the ridge about a hundred yards 
southerly of the row of hom es. 
W itnesses told the Record the fire 
started at the w esterly term inus of the 
ridge as it endeiJ at Via Lato and then 
raced east 
fanned by strong b reezes. 
Home owners along Calle Nueve were 
watering their rooftops as a precaution 
against 
the 
possible changing of the 
wind. Some of the residents carried gar­ 
den 
hoses 
over their rear fences and 
were spraying the flame.s. 
Small anim als such as field m ice and 
other unidentified animals were fleeing 
the flam es toward the channel that runs 
to the rear of the homes on Calle Nueve. 
There were no reported injuries and no 
damage to structures as firem en contile 
ued to fight the flam es at noon today.

Isla Vista ballots

County Clerk J. E. Lewis is 
endeavoring to see to it that all 
students and other persons in 
Isla 
Vista 
voting precints 
receive 
their sample ballots 
and other election instructions 
and inform ation for the Novem­ 
ber General Election. 
Lewis has been in commune 
cation with Isla Vista Comm uni­ 
ty Council leaders in a move to 
forestall repetition of a situa­ 
tion just prior to the June 2 pri­ 
mary Election. 
Hundreds of Isla Vistans com­ 
plained 
they failed to receive 
voting m aterials to guide them 
in the Prim ary Election.Subse­ 
quently, an official for the post­ 
al carriers organization work­ 
ing out of Goleta Post Office ack 
mitted that large numbers of 
election envelopes to Isla Vist­ 
ans were scrapped when found 
to be undeliverable. This is the 
usual practice with third class 
mail when not able to be deliv­ 
ered, it was explained. 
Lewis said he has informed 
Jon 
Wheatley, of Isla Vista 
Community 
Council, 
that he 
feels it is up to the students to 
keep the County Election Divi­ 
sion posted on their new addres- 
se s in the fall, and re-register- 
tion take place as needed. 
“ The sample ballots are not 
delivered to those 
who move 
from one spot to another in the 
precinct and cannot be deliv­ 
ered unless the registrants have 
their names on the apartment 
mail boxes," Lewis said. 
Wheatley had asked Lewis 
what his office could do to in­ 
sure that Isla Vista voters re­ 
ceived their voting materials 
for the November election with­ 
out having a repeat of the “ m is» 
ing sam ple ballots." 


There has been noaccurate 
count m ade as to how many e le o 
tion 
ballot envelopes w ere ui> 
delivered and subsequently de­ 
stroyed p rio r to the June 2 
election. 
But 
som e sources 
say it could be “ between 400 and 
500 and perhaps many m o re." 
It could have had an effect 
on the fact that only 
53 per 
cent of Isla Vista reg istered vot­ 
e rs m arked ballots, com pared 
with a county-wide average of 
63 per cent. 


In 
addition to the county 
cle rk 's 
office, which handles 
the election division, and the 
Isla V ista Community Council, 
a third party is evidently need­ 
ed in the pe-General Election 
discussions. This is the Goleta 
Post Office, 
where a spoken 
man for the letter c a rrie rs said 
that “ this so rt of thing 
has 
happened before and it will hap- 
pen again." 
The num ber of undeliverable 
sam ple ballots can be kept at a 
m inim um , 
the 
county clerk 
feels, as long as students and 
others 
in Isla Vista living in 
large 
apartm ent 
com plexes 
keep their cu rren t addresses on 
record with the election divi­ 
sion and see to it their nam es 
a re on the proper m ail boxes 
at the apartm ents. 


L etter 
c a rrie rs com plained 
that they m ight spend days try­ 
ing to deliver election m ail oth­ 
erw ise. 
They do not have tim e 
for this, they explained. 
Lewis said that he under­ 
stood that all p o stm asters in the 
county 
try to give special at­ 
tention to county election sam ­ 
ple ballots even though they are 
third class m ail.

nation’s unemployment rate fell 
last month for the first tim e 
this year, despite the addition 
of som e 1.3 m illion w orkers to 
the jobless list. 
This 
seem ing 
paradox 
is 
because of the seasonal adjust­ 
m ents the Labor Departm ent 
applies to the unemployment 
rate each month to account for 
deviations 
caused 
by 
such 
factors as harvest tim e, vaca­ 
tion periods and w inter weatl* 
e r. 
The biggest seasonal jolts to 
the unemployment rate com e in 
Septem ber and June with the 
opening 
and 
closing 
of the 
school y ear. T h at's mainly why 
the seasonally adjusted jobless 
rate 
went 
down last month 
from 5 per cent to 4.7 per cent 
even though actual unemploy­ 
ment shot up from 3.4 m illion 
to 4.7 m illion. 
T een-agers 
getting 
out of 
school accounted for about 1 
m illion 
of 
the 
1.3 
m illion 
persons added to the unemploy­ 
ment 
ro lls in June. Some 2 
m illion teen-agers joined the 
labor force last month, but only 
half of them found jobs. 
The Bureau of Labor S tatis­ 
tics said the seasonally adjust­ 
ed rate of unemployment went 
down for the first tim e since 
last November because unem­ 
ployment norm ally goes up 1.5 
m illion in June -200,000 m ore 
than it actually did. Applying 
seasonal adjustm ents, the BLS 
said 
unemployment 
declined 
from 4.1 m illion in May to 3.9 
m illion June. 
A ssistant Com m issioner Ha­ 
rold 
Goldstein 
said 
adult 
women accounted for m ost of 
the decline in the seasonally 
adjusted rate.

from 
5.1 per cent to 4.5 per cent last

‘Martyrdom of the Bab’ set for 


Baha’i World Faith children 


The children attending the re- 
ligous classes of the Baha’i 
World 
Faith, together 
with 
their teachers, on July 9, will 
commemorate the “ Martyrdom 
of the Bab.” At noon, 
at the 
home of Mr. 
and Mrs. Farle 
Christensen, 1209 College. 
The Bab was only 30 years old 
at the time of his martyrdom 
in Tabriz, Iran. 
The Bab, whose name means 
“ Gate,” was born in Shiraz, 
Iran, Oct. 20, 1819. In 1844 he 
declared his station as a Pro­ 
phet of God and Herald of One 
greater 
than himself, 
whose 
coming would fulfill the prophe­ 
cies of all the great religions 
and usher in a new age. 
Among the 18 who first rec­ 
ognized the Bab’s station, was 
one woman, Tahirih, who over a 
hundred years ago worked for 
women’s rights and died a mar­ 
tyr’s death to help pave the way 


for the emancipation of her sex. 
Because 
of his teachings, 
the Bab and his followers were 
persecuted by the Muslem cler­ 
gy. These persecutions persist­ 
ed during his imprisonment and 
banishment, and culminated in 
Ills 
public 
martyrdom. Some 
20,000 of his followers were 
also martyred. 
In 1863, Baba’u’ullah, a fol­ 
lower of the Bab, who also suf­ 
fered imprisonment and banish­ 
ment, declared while still in 
exile in Baghdad, that he was 
the Prophet promised by the 
Bab. baha’u'llah means “ Glory 
of God.” Baba’is consider him 
the Prophet Founder of the Ba­ 
ha’i 
Faith, as the Bearer of 
God’s Word for this age. His 
teachings revolved around t hree 
basic principles; the Oneness 
of God, the Oneness of Reli­ 
gion, and the Oneness of Man­ 
kind.

hard at upper M idwest areas

Harry Egan, 28, was using a

collapsing wall cut off power to 
his home. Repair crews were 
dispatched

house with 15 minutes. 
Lightning started a small fire 
In a 117-foot crude oil tank at 
Whiting, Ind. A possible torna­ 
do, with 100 mile-an-hour winds 
caused extensive property da­ 


mage to a trailer park near 
Michigan City, Ind., but caused 
no injuries. 
Tornadoes were sighted near 
Johnson, Kan., Champaign, 111., 
and on the northeast edge of 
Des Moines, Iowa. More than 
inch of rain fell at Jamestown, 
Kan., in a brief time. 


One man was killed and two 
others injured when lightning 
struck Wixon Mich., during a 
heavy storm. 
Large hail and 50-mile-an-

winds pelted Southeast 
Mitchigan. 
The storms broke a heat 
wave which had ripped the area 
for four days.

well are aware that lie has 
given his d e c i s i o n much 
thought Mike is not the kind 
of guy who r u s h e s into 
things if you’ll pardon the 
pun. 


But what are his chances 
of making the big leagues?

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Adventure in freedom 


The time is never more appropriate than the fourth 
day of July for taking stock of ourselves as a nation and. 
individually, as citizens of that nation. 
And never more appropriately, perhaps, than this 
Fourth, when few Americans can fail to be disturbed by 
what we see. 
If, as historian 
Arnold Toynbee has said, 
the 
development 
and 
achievements of 
a 
people 
are 
determined by a process of challenge and response, the 
American people today certainly face no shortage of 
challenges. At home and abroad they cluster thickly. 
We are engaged, indefinitely it has almost come to 
seem, in a war that defies military or diplomatic 
resolution, only becoming more complex with every 
intended move toward those ends. At many other points, 
our resolve and capabilities in promoting our own world 
interests and as a guarantor of world order — a role we 
half sought, half fell into after the second world war 
are being tested. 
Among ourselves, we have become so polarized on 
great issues — the war, race, national priorities, poverty 
amid affluence, the confrontation of generations — that 
room and patience* for rational debate have been 
severely diminished. 
Small wonder that at this point some may be fearing 
for our purpose and very future as a nation 
It is ironic that this should be the case as we approach 
a milestone anniversary in one of history's great success 
stories, an experiment in self-government that for 
almost 200 years has effectively 
balanced individual 
liberty and social stability. History offers few other such 
examples of enduring adventure in freedom 
And it is unforunate that too often, particularly among 
those few quick to carry differences of view to the

extreme of violence, the meaning and symbols of that 
adventure are being misused. It is all too easy in great 
public debates for opposing sides to arrogate to 
themselves the role of true keepers 
of the faith, 
wrapping themselves in the flag and seeing all who 
oppose them as enemies of that flag and of what it stands 
for. 
This is not patriotism but an emotional travesty, and 
we do not need it in these serious times. 


What is needed is a little discrimination, in the best 
sense ot the war. We need to discriminate between the 
irrational rock throwers and heap clubbers at both 
extremes and i the great masses of concerned citizens 
who sincerely believe that our best interests as a nation 
require that we stand firm in Southeast Asia or that we 
rapidly disengage, that a thoroughgoing social revolution 
is essential or that institutions must be protected from 
too rapid change. 
Further, we need to keep in mind that the American 
system was designed to permit questioning of the 
established order and change without resort to force — 
and also resistance to change 
And lastly, we need to remember that we have been 
here before. We have been challenged, even to the point 
ot civil war, and have responded — instinctively, 
courageously, successfully. 
The men who constructed this system — and while we 
are at it. it is worth remembering that many were the 
young turks of their day; without the dissident youth of 
1/76 there would have been no revolution and no 
adventure in freedom — built it to last and to 
accommodate controversy and change. 
And that it has, and can.

Newspaper Enterprise Association, 
comes up with a dire warning on the 
housing industry this week. 
Construction 
workers 
in

Cleveland area, this 
spring, won a $3-an- 
hour wage increase 
over the next three 
years. 
Beginging 
May 1, 1972, a car­ 
penter, for exam­ 
ple, will be paid 
$10.93 an hour in 
wages 
and fringe 
benefits. 
Oakley reports that a 20-year-old 
going to work at that rate, and 
working steadily until he is 65, could 
earn more than $1 million in his 
lifetime. All without working any 
overtime, and without any further 
hourly increases during his 45-year- 
career. 
This 
is 
only 
a 
statistical 
possibility, Oakley reports. The fact 
is, William J. Hunkin. president of 


one 
of 
the 
largest 
general 
contracting companies in Cleveland, 
says some ot who earned as much as 
$30,000 last year are running the risk 
of pricing themselves out of work. 
Other workers earning $4 or $5 an 
hour can t begin to pay $10 or more 
an hour to craftsmen, not to mention 
high interest rates. 
What will happen is that the low- 
cost, single-family home will begin 
to disappear, is the warning. More 
average-income people will have to 
live in multi-family units. There will 
be a growing movement toward 
housing that is at least partially 
assembled before it reaches the 
building site. 
I he other 
side 
of

coin, 
is that the average carpenter does 
not work a full-time work year. 
Carpenters 
Union secretary in 
Cleveland reported that this will be 
a slow' summer with carpenters 
doing about 1,400 hours of work as 
compared to 1,600 last year. 
Oakley claims that the wav the 
trend is going, some day a few lucky

Washington—The anniversary of 
year 25 of the atomic era comes up 
next month. The little group of 
scientists and administrators who 
watched from a safe distance on the 
Almagordo flats in New Mexico the 
first experimental nuclear explosion 
were in solemn agreement that a 
new world was born. 
Nothing, as Albert Einstein put it 
when he was told of the success of 
the experiment, would ever be the 
same again. He was both right and 
wrong, as 25 years of living on the 
brink 
of 
Arm ageddon 
have 
demonstrated. 
Mankind 
cannot 
escape 
the 
consciousness 
that 
another world war will destroy civi­ 
lization and perhaps life itself. 
But desDite this awareness, there 
is scant evidence that human nature 
has changed. Relegated to the back 
of the mind with the comforting 
assumption that it can t happen on 
this planet, the jealous rivalries, the 
fierce nationalisms, 
the 
w a r r in g 
ideoligies steam out 
of 
the 
primitive 
swamp 
of 
m ans 
origins. 
At 
the 
present moment, as 
the 
25th 
anniversary draws 
n e a r , 
two 
determined efforts 
are set against the 
d r i f t 
to w a rd 
confrontation 
with 
the weapons of the 
21st century in the 
hands of men with 
19th century minds. 
One, of course, is the attempt in 
the Strategic Arms Limitation Talks 
(SALT) to agree with the Soviet 
Union on checkmating a new round 
of nuclear weaponry. Some reason 
for optimism exists. Gerard C. 
Smith, head of the American delega­ 
tion at the talks in Vienna, is 
believed to have obtained during a 
brief return to Washington sanction 
for a proposed freeze on the many­ 
headed missile and at least a limit 
on anti-ballistic missiles. 
But 
while 
the 
SALT 
talks 
anticipate eventual reduction of the 
huge nuclear stockpiles on both 
sides of the great divide, the initial 
stage likely to go on for months, if 
not years, is solely to prevent 
another round in the arms race. 
They do not contemplate any change 
in the relationship between the two 
nuclear giants. 
That is the hope in the second 
effort inspired by Chancellor Willy 
Brandt in Germany. When he took 
office last fall Brandt initiated “ an 
opening to the east.” He wanted to 
end the stalemate that for so long 
has pitted the two Germanys, and 
behind each Germany the rival 
forces of east and west, in a struggle 
for 
supremacy. 
That 
struggle 
several times put east and west on a 
collision course, with the hot breath 
of a shooting war perilously close. 
Brandt and his foreign minister, 
Walter Scheel, a Free Democrat in 
the 
coalition 
with 
the 
Social 
Democrats, have made remarkable 
progress. With Willi Stoph of East 
Germany Brandt held two meetings 
looking toward easing the tensions 
along 
the 
borders 
of 
divided 
G erm any. 
The 
d raft 
of 
a 
nonaggression pact with the Soviet 
Union was worked out after lengthy 
negotiations in Moscow and in Bonn. 
A formula for acceptance of the 
postwar boundaries of Poland on the 
Oder-Neisse line is close to ratifi­ 
cation. 
But recently the old fears and 
suspicions, the dark distrusts deli­ 
berately exploited, have cast a long 
shadow over a move considered the 
most hopeful since the end of the 
war. 
Nothing could 
more aptly 
illustrate 
the resurgence of the 
atavistic past. 
The Christian Democrats who 
ruled Germany since the federal 
republic came into being, prior to 
the last election, launched a violent 
attack on the “ opening to the east.” 
Under the leadership of former 
( handellor Kurt George Kiesmger. 
it was called treason or worse. One 


of the most articulate attackers was 
the former defense minister, Franz 
Joseph Strauss, a Bavarian who is 
the spokesman for Bavaria's hyper- 
nationalism. 
The ancient fears of the Slav 
horde to the east were exploited. 
Brandt and Scheel were opening the 
way to conquest for those hordes. On 
a more rational level the Christian 
Democrats charged that the Brandt 
policy would make eventual reunifi­ 
cation 
of 
the 
two 
Germanys 
impossible. In the midst of this 
attack Axel Springer published in 
Bild 
Zeitung, 
with 
its 
several 
million circulation, a leaked version 
of the Moscow-Bonn agreement. 
Springer is a bitter foe of the Social 
Democrats and a flaming apostle ol 
the cold war. 
In the two provinces. 
Lower 
Saxony and Saarland, out of three 
where elections were held the Free 
Democrats fell below 5 per cent and, 
there, are ruled oil future ballots. 


This was hailed as a repudiation of 
the opening to the east, with predic­ 
tions that the coalition resting on a 
majority of 12 in the parliament 
must fall. At a subsequent partv 
congress, 
however, 
the 
Brandt- 
Scheel policy and the coalition won 
overwhelming support. 


Certainly, it was a setback, a 
warning to go slow 
It could mean 
the beginning of the end of what 
many Europeans believe is the most 
hopeful break in the ice jam of 
postwar 
Europe. 
The 
recurring 
pattern of failed hopes - the 11-2 spy 
plane that cut across President 
Eisenhower's overture, the Soviet 
invasion 
ol 
Czechoslovakia 
that 
aborted Lyndon Johnson's initiation 
ot arms talks - are unhappy auguries 
for what many observers consider 
still one more chance, perhaps the 
last 
chance, 
tor 
a 
reasonable 
settlement and a step back from the 
brink.

Budget troubles 


It's budget time and troubles are 
mounting for the city of Lompoc. 
Not only is the city faced with the 
possibility of a 25 cent tax rate 
increase under normal conditions 
but it faces the prospect of it 
jumping another 20 to 30 cents 
because of what could be considered 
abnormal conditions. 
That could amount 
to a staggering 45 to 
55 cent increase in 
property taxes. This 
' 
is not likely because 
the city council is 
V 
sure 
to 
cut 
all 
corners to keep it 
down — but it is a 
possibility. 
One thing is sure, large or small, 
there will be a tax increase 
The normal conditions or course 
are the rising costs of living, and 
more demands on city government 
by the citizens. For these City 
Administrator 
Gene 
Wählers 
prepared a preliminary budget that 
is $122,208 higher than the previous 
year and would necessitate a tax 
rate increase from $1.24 to $1 49 per 
$100 assessed valuation. 
The council could have handled 
this with little or no problem. A tax 
increase no doubt would have been 
necessary but more than likely the 
council would have pared it down 
from 25 cents. 
Then one of the 
“ abnormal" 
problems popped. Something that 
Wählers possibly thought of but had 
no way of foreseeing. 
The 
federal 
census 
bureau 
completed its population count and 
said that Lompoc has 22,466 citizens. 
This is more than 4,000 less than 
Wählers counted on in estimating 
expected revenue for the 1970-71 
fiscal year. 
The best state estimates had 
determined Lompoc’s population to 
be 26,732. The state refunds money 
from gas tax, cigarette rax and 
motor vehicle license fees to the city 
based on population. The fewer 
people the smaller the refune. For 
Lompoc 
this 
could 
amount 
to 
thousands of sorely needed dollars. 
There is a possibility the census 
bureau is in error. There is a 
question 
whether 
the 
Federal 
Correctional 
Institution 
was 
included. W'ahlers is investigating 
the possibility of a recount. 
Then 
there 
is 
the 
second, 
staggering, “ abnormal” condition 
that if it occurs, would without 
question, increase the city’s tax rate 
at least 21 cents. 
This is the bill presently belore 
the state Assembly Ways and Means 
Committee that would allow the 
state to tax a city owned electric 
utility. If passed this bill would cost 


Lom poc 
$67,000 
a 
y ear 
— 
necessitating the tax rate increase 
21 cents per $100 assessed valuation. 
This particular problem the city 
has been aware ot. and fighting, for 
sometime. 
But in preparing the 
budget 
W'ahlers 
cannot 
yet 
compensate for it and in studying 
the budget the council cannot yet 
allow for it. 
Consequently, should the bill pass 
and go into affect, there will be a 
major overhauling of the budget — 
the detriment of Lompoc citizens. 
It will be a trying time. 
The tax rate no doubt will go up. It 
will be a tribute to thecouneil if it 
can be kept within reason. 
A few city departments will have 
to cinch up their belts a couple 
notches, but so will the taxpayers.

Don Miguel de Cervantes, 
a writer, a poet and an actor 
accustomed to the ways of a 
gentleman, is thrown into 
prison 
with 
a 
band 
of 
murderous cutthroats and 
thieves. They attack him 
and mock him, demanding 
that he defend himself and 
his 
belongings 
at 
their 
farcical trial 


So 
from 
his 
beloved 
script 
Don 
Quixote 
that he is struggling to save, 
Cervantes 
and 
his 
man­ 
servant devise a few scenes 
for their defense. Cervantes 
him slet 
plays 
Alonso 
Quijana, 
the old country 
squire, and portrays him on 
the mythical adventures of 
the knight he belives he is, 
Don Quixote de La Mancha. 
His 
manservant 
portrays 
his squire Sancho Panza, 
and the prisoners become 
the other characters. 
Don Quixote travels forth 
to prove his knighthood. In 


his searchings he comes 
upon a castle which lodges 
the Lady Dulciena to whom 
he will dedicate his battles. 
But in reality the castle is 
the Village Inn and the lady 


is only Aldonza a kitchen 
wench,

One of perplexing business 
guessing games now being 
p l a y e d involves what the 
summer will bring in swim­ 
ming pool construction. 
The plainest writing on the 
wall is this; In the last few 
years, Americans have com­ 
pletely accepted the pool, 
both as an asset to the value 
of a home and as a pleasur­ 
able mode of recreation. 
Professional 
pool people 
thus feel growth pivots on 
this one imponderable: 
A 
family’s personal financial 
position dictates when a pur­ 
chase will be made. 
And so the whole chain, 
from manufacturer of basic 
materials up to the sales 
personnel, is waiting to see 
what ’70 will be like. Most 
are b e t t i n g that potential 
purchasers, d e s p i t e some 
general slowdown in busi­ 
ness, will scent this as a 
year for b a r g a i n pools. 
These optimists are geared 
up for another boom year. 
Just keeping proportionate 
to the population g r o w t h 
would make it a record year. 
Residential p o o l s , 
dug-in 
type, have been rocketing 
from a figure of about 2,500 
in 1948 when pools were a 
symbol of movie star lavish­ 
ness. In 1968, alone, 69,000 
were built, bringing the total 
to 644,700. These figures are 
estimates by Hoffman Pub­ 
lications, 
publishers 
of 
a 
number of pool periodicals. 
Naturally California and 
Florida account for the larg­ 
est number. It is surprising, 
though, how close behind are 
the northeastern and mid- 
western states where about 
a third of the total is located. 
This probably explains the 
most apparent broad trend

chase of water heaters and 
pool enclosures to lengthen 
the season of use.

He Took Chance 


On ‘Christine’

HOLLYWOOD—(N EA )—He’s a normal-looking Califor­ 
nia boy: husky, blondish, sun-tanned. You figure he has 
just been surfing off Malibu and now he’s going to classes 
at UCLA where he’s studying business administration. 
You figure wrong. His name is John Hansen and he just 
finished playing the title role in “ The Christine Jorgensen 
Story.’’ 
But maybe you’re not so wrong after all. Because John 
Hansen has a lot in common with the suntanned Califor­ 
nia surfers. He’s 19, he’s going to college in the fall, he 
skis and surfs and rides motorcycles and used to play foot­ 
ball. (He’s very careful to make those points early in his 
conversation, lest there be any misunderstanding.) 
“ In fact,’’ he says, “ I thought I was too big, too husky 
to play Chris. She was very slight when she was my age 
I had to go on a diet and then wear all kinds of straps to 
look thin” 
But he did it, and he’s happy he did it, although playing

His agent, Allen Connor, isn’t sure if there’s anywhere 
to go for a boy who played Christine Jorgensen.
